“We feel strongly that this kind of action runs the risk of

“The use of public schools aS an instrument of religious 
instruction is a direct violation of the principle of separation 
of church and state,” he declared. 

“I believe prayer is essential for a happy personality,” 
he added, “but I believe it should be recited in homes.”

Strike Violence Flares; 
B-G Calls It Sabotage 


HAIFA—The month-old Sea- 
men’s Union strike here reached 
new heights of violence this week 
when sailors battled police at 
the harbor here. 

Police had boarded the S. S. 
Negba in an attempt to break 
up a sit-down strike of its more 
than 100 crewmen. The strikers 
siezed a sumbei of policemen 
and placed them under lock. An 
attempt by other policemen to re- 
lease their comrades resulted in 
the clash. 

Several strikers and policemen 
were injured in a subsequent at- 
tempt by a group of 150 seamen 
to release 27 of the strikers who 
had been arrestea. 

The strike, described as Com- 
munist inspired by some leaders 
of Histadrut of which the Union 
is an affiliate, was the subject 
of sharp debate in Knesset. 

Prime Minister Ben Gurion 
termed the strike ‘a criminal at- 
tempt by enemies of the state to 
sabotage the nation’s vital arter- 
ies.”

With the bank loan, a total of $63,000,000 had been made avail- 
able for Israel, Montor asserted. The remaining $8,000,000 was 
used to pay back loans and cover expenses. 

The figures were the first comprehensive figures released to the 
public, although totals of sales have been known from time to time. 

Montor told the press representatives that no bond holder had 
made lis purchase at the expense of his contribution to the United 
Jewish Appeal.

although most bond issues require an underwriting of 12 per cent 
per year in the U. S., the Israel Government would be paying only 
five per cent, which included 3% per cent interest, according to an 
account of the interview in The Jerusalem Post.

“The purpose of this propos- 
al,” the report declared, ‘‘was to 
have the money spent in pro- 
portion to the urgency of needs 
instead of the relative fund- 
raising abilities and pressures of 
different agencies here in Ameri- 
ca.” 

Abeles’ report told of agree- 
ment of the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine with these objectives, 
and related the Agency’s view 
that “jurisdictional and_techni- 
cal diffiiculties made establish- 
ment of such a central budget 
impossible at that time.” 

NO CONGRATULATIONS YET 

The voluntary consultations 
which the Agency promised to 
make along these lines “was not 


developed in 1951,” the report 
stated. 
“Our interest with this ques- 


tion stems from our deep con- 
cern over the economic crisis in 
Israel, the report added, empha- 
sizing that the “situation is des- 
perate.” 

“It demands,” the report con- 
tinued, “that all available sup- 
port be channelled into the top 
priority of food and other es- 
sential production, so that Is- 
rael can feed itself and cut down 
on its vast requirements of for- 
eign exchange for imports. Di- 
version of funds to other pur- 
poses, no matter how worthy in 
themselves, does not basically 
help Israel most effectively at 
this time.” 

The report raised the question 
“aboue pouring money, man- 
hours, and materials into build- 
ing of cultural meeting halls or 
even hospitals when the need 
for farms, factories and houses 
is so urgent.” 

The committee stressed that 
a Central Israeli Budget “is 
even more pressing than it was 
two years ago when the General 
Assembly urged it.” 

NO CENTRAL CAMPAIGNING 

Turning towards the question 
of central campaigning in the 
U.S., for all Israel causes, the 
report stated that “the Israeli

The report added that ‘‘our 
own community leaders are di- 
vided as to where the point of 
diminishing returns in centra- 
lized fund raising would be 
reached.” 

“On the community level,” 
the report related, “a great deal 
of centralization has been 
achieved, through inclusion of 
some of Hadassah’s programs, 
the Histadruth campaign, Amer- 
ican Fund for Israe] Institutions, 
Federated Council for Palestine 
Institutions, and other agencies 
in our welfare fund campaigns.” 

QUESTIONABLE DRIVES 

The Committee on Contro] and 
Authorization of Campaigns set 
up by the Jewish Agency in re- 
sponse to the “request” of the 
CFJWF was praised by Abeles. 
“It has succeeded in preventing 
scores of campaigns that other- 
wise would have been launched 


many for highly questionable 
projects.” 
Describing the action in this 


area of the last World Zionist 
Congress in Jerusalem as 
strengthening the Committee on 
Control, the report asserted that 
the committee ‘exercises no con- 
trol over programs or budgets 
of the agencies authorized to 
campaign, so that the funds ob- 
tained may be out of all propor- 
tion to the relationship of the 
needs.” 

“What is required,” the report 
insisted, “is a primary concern 
with what will help Israel most, 


rather than with what will 
strengthen existing organiza- 
tional programs.” 


MEMORANDUM INEFFECTIVE 

The report told also of a mem- 
orandum submitted to the World 
Zionist Concern suggesting 
“that a central budgetary au- 
thority in Israel should deter- 
mine specifically which Israeli 
programs should receive author- 
ity to seek funds outside of Is- 
rael and for what budgets...” 


The objective sought by the 
memorandum “has not been 
achieved,” Abeles reported. 


Abeles explained the action of 
the World Zionist Congress in 
designating the Palestine Foun- 
dation Fund as the sole fund 
raising agency for the Zionist or- 
ganization. The Jewish Nation- 


al Fund, which heretofore re- 
ceived funds from the United 
Palestine Appeal in equal 


amount to those received by the 
Palestine Foundation Fund, will 
now receive its funds, some $9,- 
000,000 from the PFF. 

This, Abeles observed, will not 
remove the JNF as a beneficiary 
of the welfare funds, the differ- 
ence being that “instead of re- 
ceiving the UJA dollars in Amer- 
ica through the UPA, the JNF 
will receive them in Israel 
through the Jewish Agency, but 
they will still be UJA funds.”

Except for such mildly inauthentic Jewish touches as placing 
a mezuzah on the wall to the right of the front door, where it got 
relentlessly kissed by the moge elderly members of the ensemble, 
and a chassidic dance to the tune of 2nd Avenue’s “What to do, 
ab-bout you,” the staging by Melvin Helstien, a member of the 
UCLA faculty, was an extraordinarily effective job of drawing fine 
theatrical tension out of what was not only a thoroughly artificial, 
but rather irritating plot about a young Jewish resistance man 
addicted to Momism, who foolishly shot his stepfather during a 
previous operation, and goes about understandably burdened by 
a bit of a guilt complex about that.

ABADY (more correctly Ab- 
bady) is a distinguished Jewish 
family name of Sefardi or Span- 
ish origin. The family was among 
the earliest Jewish exiles to set- 
tle in the Holy Land immediately 
after the Spanish Expulsion in 
1492. The name itself is Arabic 
and is believed to be derived 
from the village of Abbadiyah 
near Damascus in Syria, where 
one of your ancestors may have 
dwelt a short time. Several 
famous rabbis have borne the 
name, among them Salomon Ab- 
badi who was rabbi of Saloniki, 
Greece, in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The name is also popular 


among non-Jewish Arabs and 
is sometimes Spelled Ubbadi or 
Ibbadi.

EVERAL new “Oid World” recipes demonstrated by elderly 
Jewish cooks and tested in Rokeach’s kitchen, are included in 
that firm’s recently distributed “Winter Weather” pamphlet. Among 


them are “Piroshki,’ “Beef and Cabbage,” and “Carrot Cookies.” 
PIROSHKI 
2 cups, sifted, enriched fiour 1. cup Nyafat 


12 teaspoon Salt 5 to 6 tablespoons ice water 


Mix and sift flour and salt into mixing bowl. Cut in Nyafat using 
2 knives or pastry blender until mixture looks crumbly. Add enough 
water to make a dry dough. Roll out on lightly floured board % 
inch thick. Cut with a floured 242 inch biscuit cutter. Place about 
2 teaspoons filling on 14 of dough circle. Flap remaining dough over 
filling to form a crescent. Seal edges together using prongs of fork, 


Place on an ungreased baking sheet. Bake in a moderate oven 
(400°F) 30 minutes or until golden brown, Makes about 2 dozen 
Piroshki. 


Liver Filling: Broil % pound liver. Cool. Put through food chopper 
using fine knife.

It was so obvious that the CJFWF had won 
a significant victory in its efferts to secure 
coordination among these agencies that even 
those opposed to the MaclIver Report could not 
have failed to gauge the temper of the dele- 
gates at Chicago. 

Veteran convention-goers have learned by 
now to expect vacillation and indecision at al- 
most every convention in the past few years as 
issues on the American scene have divided the 
community. 

But in Chicago there was not even the 
whisper of a doubt, Not one speaker arose to 
suggest moderation or that we must not expect 
to make over the American Jewish community 


What the B'nai B'rith Learned and the Committee Didn't 


over night, which is the usual approach of 
those whe seek to obstruct action. 

It is unfortunate that the American Jewish 
Committee was not represented at the Assem- 
bly. The lesson the B’nai B’rith seems to have 
learned and the Committee still will not concede 
is that the strength these organizations thought 
they would be able to muster on the local level 
through their own constitutents is non-existent. 

No doubt the recalcitrance of the Commit- 
tee and the B’nai B‘rith was based on their 
estimate of what they would be able to do on 
the local level when the MaclIver Report and its 
recommendation came up for decision in these 
localities where the B’nai B’rith is strongest. 

This estimate of the situation, it is now 
obvious, was altogether in error, 

Therefore since on a national level the two 
agencies also were alone in their opposition to 
the MdcIver Report, they must realize, as fortu- 
nately the B’nai B’rith seems to have done, that 
their continued fighting will serve only to 

alienate the friends they now have and do 
harm to the American Jewish community.

TATESMANSHIP being a rare thing im the 
American Jewish community, it is worth 
noting that Philip Klutznick of Bnai B'rith, in 
defending the position of his organization on 
the Maclver Report, has displayed a full meas- 
ure of that rare quality over the past few 
weeks. 

A forceful speaker and a vigorous defender 
of the rights of his organization, Klutznick 
seemed unwilling to assume for himself and 
his organization the responsibility for the pos- 
sible break-yp of the National Community Re- 
lations Advisory Council. 

Both in Atlantic City before the plenum of 
the NCRAC and in Chicago this past week-end 
at the General Assembly of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds, it was 
Klutznick’s conciliatory stand that was respon- 
sible in goed part for unified action on the 
Maviver Report. 

Klutznick has never sold the B'nai B'rith 
short and did not do so in this instance. 

What he did do was recognize that B'nai 
B'rith was only part of the American Jewish 
eommunity, not the American Jewish commu- 
nity, itself. 

Mr. Klutznick lives in no ivory tower. He 
sensed easily, at least in Chicago, that the 


at Chicago 


American Jewish community was determined 
not to lose the opportunity offered by the Mac- 
Iver Report to bring some order out of the 
overlapping, competition and resultant waste in 
the civic defensive field. 

Others than Mr. Klutznick have realized 
this. But their attitude has been éne of uncon- 
cern for the American Jewish community and 
the possible results of their intransigence. 
Agency was more important to them than com- 
munity. 

Therein was the basis for the 
that Mr. Klutznick displayed. 

This was exactly Mr. Klutznick’s position in 
Chicago when he rose to an almost hostile. audi- 
ence and while not accepting the position of the 
audience in toto did concede its right to such 
a position. 

Mr. Kiutznick was this paper's candidate to 
succeed Frank Goldman as president of the 
B'nai B'rith and although Goldman was re- 
elected, it was taken by agreement that Klutz- 
nick would be his successor at the end of the 
present three-year term. 

The B'nai Brith and the American Jewish 
community have been assured by Klutznick’s 
recent statesmanship that a capable young 
leader will soon head the largest Jewish organ- 
ization in the U. S.

Orthodoxy Errs In Newest Pronouncement 


HE AMAZING aspect of pronouncements 

like those issued last week (NJP,: Nov. 

30, 1951) by the Union of Orthodox Jewish 

Congregations is that those issuing them ac- 

tually believe they are possible of implementa- 
tion. 

Orthodox Jews, the UOJC orders, should not 
attend services of any kind in Conservative or 
Reform congregations, and Orthodox rabbis are 
prohibited from performing marriage cere- 
monies in these houses of worship. 

The whole thing is absurd, and will serve 
only to detract from the position in “which 
Orthodoxy finds itself in the American Jewish 
community. 

Just one example will show how destructive 
to Orthodoxy such a pronouncement can be. 

The one great bane of many congregations 
throughout the U. S. is dual membership. A 
head of a family belongs to two congregations 
(or even all three), one Orthodox and the other 
either Conservative or Reform. These usually 
are the leaders of the community—men of 
affluence and influence. 

Now it can be answered that losing these 


half-hearted members is of no consequence and 
that Orthodoxy will be strengthened by weed- 
ing out the uncertain and the indifferent. 

But where are the Orthodox Jews the ob- 
servant ones, who will absent themselves from 
the bar mitzvah of close friends who may he 
Censervative on the basis of this*iew ruling? 

The wiser heads in the Orthodox rabbinate 
recognize The Post's logic in this instance. 
They do not take too seriously these occasional 
outbursts (such as the burning of Rabbi Mor- 
decai Kaplan’s book several years ago), and 
prefer to forget them as quickly as possible. 

Jews are continually giving free advice to 
the Christians who seek to convert Jews, sug- 
gesting that they might more profitably direct 
their attention at converting non-Jews to 
Christianity. We might say the same thing to 
the Orthodox. There are many non-observant 
and unaffiliated Jews who need the spiritual 
Strength Judaism has to offer to them. Direct 
your energies to winning them to Orthodoxy; 
Orthodoxy and Judaism as a whole will be the 


better for it. 


Weidman and Caine Reflect Positions of Laity Too 


EWISH novelists seem to be just as widely 
at variance in the way in which they hold 
their Judaism and their Jewishness as the Jew- 
ish layman. The difference is that the views of 
the Jewish layman are of little interest outside 
the circle of his acquaintance, but the views 
of a Jerome Weidman are given widespread 
publicity, not as a novelist, but as a Jewish 
novelist. 

No doubt Herman Wouk, author of “The 
Caine Mutiny,” the novel which has been at 
the top of the best-seller list for weeks, was 
shocked as were many of our readers at the 
attitude of Jerome Weidman, on Christmas. 

Weidman accepts Christmas as a holiday 
for himself and family, and relates how other 


Jewish acquaintances observe the occasion also 
(NJP, Nov. 30, 1951). 

Wouk on the other hand is an Orthodox 
Jew, and what is more rare, especially for a 
Jewish creative artist, a practicing Orthodox 
Jew. 

“If Weidman were a knowledgeable Jew and 
decid:d that the celebration of Christmas fitted 
into his outlook on spiritual living, no one could 
demur. That is his privilege in a democracy. 

But we suspect from the report of his views 
in last week’s NJPost, that Weidman’s educa- 
tion in Judaism has been neglected, and that 
he really doesn’t know why Jews should cele 


brate Christmas.

rabbi had delivered a cour- 


ageouS sermon criticizing the 
gradual encroachment of Christ- 


mas celebrations in the public 
schools. He urged the classic Jew- 
ish position that these ceremon- 
ies violated the concept of church- 
state separation that is so firmly 
embedded in our American demo- 
cracy. 

So strongly did Rabbi Melvin 
Weinman feel about the matter, 
that he brought his speech to at- 
tention of the daily papers, 
which of course, blazoned it 
across their columns. 

Immediately there was a tre- 
mendous uproar from the non- 
Jewish part of the community. 
Letters of protest flooded the 
papers, ang the entire commu- 
nity was arounsed. 

This caused great concern in 
the Jewish community, and 
Jules Cohen, representing the 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Committee and the 
Synagogue Council of America’s 
committee on church and school 
relationship, was called from 
New York to consult on the situa- 
tion.

Y THE time Jules arrived, a 
meeting of the Jewish com- 
munity had already drafted a 
statement, which disavowed the 
views of the rabbi. The board of 
the Jewish community and the 
board of the rabbi’s congrega- 
tion signed the statement. Rabbi 
Weinman himself signed the 
statement, although he fought 
vigorously for the point that it 
should state simply that the 
views of the rabbi were his own, 
and that the Jewish group be- 
lieved in the freedom of the pul- 

pit. 

Rabbi Weinman lost his point. 
The statement, when presented 
to the papers, brought about a 


gradual subsiding of the ex- 
plosive situation, so that by 
today everything is calm in 


Waterbury. ~- 

A similar situation arose, you 
will remember, in Kingston, N.Y., 
where Rabbi Benjamin Green- 
berg was disavowed by his con- 
gregation on exactly the same 
point. Rabbi Greenberg resigned. 
He was upheld later by the rab- 
binical body of which he was a 
member, the Rabbinical Assembly 
of America (Conservative), which 
voted not to allow any of its 
members to accept the vacant 
pulpit for a period of some 
months. 

In both cases, Jewish merch- 
ants believed that their business 
would be affected. 

Learning of the Waterbury 
situation, we sought the facts, 
and were asked (not by Rabbi 
Weinman or Jules Cohen) not 
to publish the story. As you see, 
we refused this request, which 
was placed on the grounds that 
the matter was closed and for- 
gotten.

“But here is a case where 
both parties to the marriage 
were Jews—and yet no rabbi

mony was performed by the 
Rev. Dr. John B. Thompson. 
Since his name is to be found 
on no lists of rabbis, we assume 
he is a minister. 

“What do the rabbis who be 
long to the Council for Judaism 
have to say about this? The 
Council has set itself forward 
as a leading exponent of Juda 
ism in America—and yet its 
president appears to be setting 
a questionable example. Can it 
be assumed that this is the 
kind of Jewish practice which 
the Council means—and do the 
rabbinical members approve? 

“This should be a matter of 
general public interest. You 
ought to comment on it.”

This significant comment is by a learned non-Jew, 
James Parkes, in his “History of Palestine.”

His attention was attracted by the ostentatious and 
extravagant clothing of the Jewish women of Constantinople, one 
of whom wore personal jewelry around her neck worth (it was 
said) 40,000 golden ducats. It was reported at the time that the 
Sultan so far resented the spectacle that, in a fit of childish rage, 
he issued orders for the extermination of all the Jews living under 
his rule.”

“Judah ben Samuel Sir Leon, surnamed the Pious, wrote the 
‘Book of the Pious’ in Hebrew in 1190 and it has many excellent 
paragraphs about books. . .. He had no selfish love for them; he 
not only possessed books, he lent them. He was a very prince of 
book-lenders, for he did not object if the borrowers of his books 
re-lent them in their turn, So, on dying, he advised his sons to lend 
his books even to an enemy. 

“Tf a father dies,’ he says elsewhere, ‘and leaves a dog anda 
book to his sons, one shall not say to the other, You take the. dog, 
and I'll take the book, as though the two were comparable in value. 

“Poor, primitive Judah the Pious! We wiser moderns should 
never dream of making the comparison between a dog and a book, 
but for the opposite reason. Judah shrank from equalling a book to 
a dog, but we know better than to undervalue'a dog so far as to 
compare it with a book. The Kennel costs more than the bookcase, 
and love of dogs is a highér solace than love of books.”

I received a letter from the EL AL 
office in Tel Aviv saying “We confirm with thanks receipt of 100 
copies of ‘Haifa’ sent to us by Mr. Stendig from 
New York. We shall distribute the pamphlets 
among all our offices in the world and place them 
on our planes for our passengers.” 

So now that the pamphlet is on the market, 
I can tell the story of its making.

N JANUARY 31, my wife, who spent five 
months in Israel with me, left for New 
York on the LaGuardia. I took her to Haifa to 
the boat, and stayed in the city for a day. There 
was a reception at the City Hall given by the 
newly-,elected Mayor, Abba Khoushy, whom I 
had first met in New York on his first visit in 

1947. I went to the reception. 

Abba Khoushy asked me to come and see him next time I was 
in Haifa. I did. And he offered me the job of Public Relations for 
the municipality. I told him I had to go to New York within a few 
weeks, but would be ready to begin on my return. He asked me to 
put out a pamphlet on Haifa during my stay in New York. 

I would not have been able to do it were it not for Mr. Hershel 
Stendig, a New York businessman who is planning to settle in 
Haifa and who, like so many Haifaites, like his friend, the Mayor 
of Haifa, is in love with the city. He called in his nephew, Herby 
Steiner, who specializes in publishing and advertising and knows 
layout, who in turn called in Phil Wolfe, an artist of merit. 

; The four of us worked together to put out an attractive pamph- 
let on Haifa. It took much longer than we had figured, but it was 
a labor of love and we were all anxious to put out a piece on Haifa 
which is like nothing else that had come out on Israel so far. 

I know some people who don’t like it, but most people in New 
York were quite impressed by what finally came out. I had prom- 
ised to be back in Haifa by the middle of July, but when the com- 
pletion of the pamphlet dragged out, I left as soon as it went to 
press and left on September 5, having in the meantime arranged 
for the distribution of the pamphlets. 

The Israel Consulate, the American Technion Society, the Pal- 
estine Economic Corporation, the Economic Department of the 
Jewish Agency, the Economic Section of the Bond Drive, AMPAL 
and other organizations, undertook to distribute them after Mr. 
Stendig and Mr. Steiner delivered them the copies. I also left with 
Mr. Stendig a list of individuals. 

Now that reports are coming in of the distribution, I wish to 
take this opportunity to thank my New York associates for their 
splendid assistance and cooperation.

WENT to Jerusalem Sunday, November 18 on business. The 
fh business included seeing old friends like Nehemiah Gilmovsky, 
of the UJA in New York, Mendel Osherowitch of the Jewish Daily 
Forward (a man who, as editor of the Sunday edition, published 
some of my stuff), Simon Dingol of the Day (another editor of my 
stuff), Ephraim Auerbach of the Morning Journal (thank God, he 
never was my boss, we just kibbitz each other), Nathan Chanin, 
Educational Directer of the Workmen’s Circle, They formed part 
of the delegation of eleven of the landsmanschaften division of 
the UJA, led by Gilmovsky. 

I drove with them to Haifa which they made their headquar- 
ters while traveling like mad through the northern part of Israel 
seeing more in a day than anybody could digest in a year.

He came for an hour and stayed two, talking to the delegation who 
spread out the carpet and a good American meal. Everybody was 
pleased except Gilmovsky who chided me for not bringing a photog- 
rapher with me. “Any publicity man in America,” he said, “who 
would not think of a photographer under such conditions would 
be fired.” 

I offered as compensation to write a column in The NJPost 
where I would refrain from divulging the squabbles among the 
members of the delegation.

MILTON H. YAFFE 
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Educator Says Jewish Students Too Concerned With Grades

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.—(NJP)—Jewish students 


“tend to better scholarship” but “they strive too 
often for the superficial—marks for marks’ sake,” 
a Men’s Club audience of the Mikro Koedesh Syna- 
gogue here was told last week. 

Edwin Culbert, principal of Lincoln Junior High 
School, situated in the heart of the city’s dominant 
Jewish neighborhood, made the statement during a 
panel discussion on the topic “Our Community and 
Its Children.” 

He described Jewish pupils as “ritualistic” in their 
approach to their studies, saying that his experience 
demonstrates that pupils make up work missed be- 
cause of Jewish holidays, for example, to assure good 
grades rather than to master the lessons involved. 
He attributed the blame for this to parental stress 
on grades. 

Culbert told the audience that Jewish 
evince “a desire to grow up too soon.” 

At Lincoln, where the student body is over fifty 
percent Jewish, he said, this tendency is quite appar- 
ent, The desire manifests itself in dating at an early 
age, and formal dances and parties sponsored by 
those who have barely entered their teens. As a 
possible explanation for this he cited the desire of 


children 


parents to provide their children with what was 
denied them in their own youth. 

Minneapolis teachers, Culbert disclosed, believe 
that the Jewish children at Lincoln “do a great deal 
of talking.” He scored this reputation as undeserved, 
but added that the voices of Jewish children tend to 
be “tense and high-pitched.” 

He saw this not a phenomenon of nationality, 
but rather the result of tensions and pressures at 
home. These tensions and pressures, he theorized, 
develop because of “too many lessons and too many 
organizational affiliations” that Jewish parents urge 
on their children. 

The principal noted sadly that the numerous 
broken windows at Lincoln were significant of a “de- 
crease in concern for public property.” He declared 
that Lincoln was losing its reputation as the school 
in Minneapolis where the greatest consideration is 

shown for public property. He conjectured that this 
is due to a change in the stresses laid in home 
training. 

In social matters, particularly introductions, 
Jewish young people have a more mature approach 
than the average teen-ager, Culbert emphasized. He 
called the community possibly the friendliest in 


which he had served. He has found that Lincoln 


students carry no resentment, and that even a ses. 
sion in the principal's office is followed on the suc. 
ceeding day by a friendly smile and greeting from 
the pupil. 

Other participants in the panel discussion were 
Lt. Gladys L, Cooke of the Women's Bureau of the 
Mineapolis Police Department, and Judge Irving R, 
Brand, the sole Jewish member of the Minneapolis 
Municipal Court. Rabbi Nahum Schulman, spiritual 
leader of Mikro Kodesh Synagogue, largest Orthodox 
congregation in the upper-Midwest, served as mod. 
erator. 

Lt. Cooke, member of the Minneapolis police force 
fourteen years, and author of a recent article on 
femaie criminals for a national magazine, revealed 
that 3,000 adult and juvenile cases handled by her 
department in 1950 involved only two Jews, a woman 
and a girl. 

She attributed the notable crime-free record of 
Jewish youth to “good home influences” and the 
“stress laid on religious training.” 

Judge Brand concurred with Lt. Cooke that “there 
is no delingency problem among Jewish juveniles,” 
pointing to “the close family ties in the Jewish com. 
munity as the factor of primary import in com. 
batting delinquency.” ;
